THE THHOESOF RECONSTRUCTION 



" After a storm," says the old mla^e," comes 
a oalra." Aftor tho four years' uuvn.sile.titi}; 
war on tho neighboring oouiinont, it wua 
only reaBonablo to expect that exhausted db 
turo would obtain reposo. There is. however, 
c pain Boraetimca ufter the infliction of the 
wound groutor in intensity thuu that which 
accompanied the intliotion, and there is u 
epeoics of unrest that succeeds violent and 
fatiguing exortion moro iutolorablo than tho 
exertion itaelf. The United Stales is at pre- 
sent experiencing the nervous irritability of 
tho unrost. In tho midst of tho dreadlul conflict 
the hopes of victory and of peace buoyed up 
the most faint-hearted. No one cured to 
look beyond tha groat Sabbath that would 
return the sword to its scabbard, tho citizen 
soldier to his homo, and tho nation to a period 
of rest and thanksgiving. The Sabbath has 
oomo, but it has not brought with it pcaoe 
and quiotudc. Tho demon of discord wns 
not laid on tho batflo-fiold, nor forever 
silenced by the emancipation of slavery. Tho 
same destructive elemants are now at work 
which preceded tho rebellion— the ilcmoiii- 
ooal treatment of tho negro is still nn '• in- 
stitution " of tho South, uud thu old parties 
ate coneequenlly as vigorous in their opposi- 
tion as evor. Tho letter of President Liu- 
coin's proclamation may bo carried out, but 
its spirit is ignored ; and here comes in tho 
great national calamity of Lincoln's death. 

When Johnson was raised to the Chiel 
Magistracy, tho geuoral opinion both at home 
and abroad was that ho would prove u stem 
and unyielding President. His personal suf- 
ferings at tho hands of tho instigato.s of iho 
rebellion were to ruako him tho determined 
and unmeroiful judgo of Iho uational culprits. 
Nothing has turned out more false. Instead ul 
emulating tho rulers of monarchical countries 
in making treason tho greatest of all crimes, 
and its punishment the most dreaded of all 
ohastisemcnts, it would seem that this demo.-. 
orotic monster— this blood-thirsty tailor— has 
been doing nothing since ho came into power 
but bestowing pardons. So far, wo cannot 
object to President Johnson's course— clenii- 
enoy " beoomes the monarch better than his 
crown ;"— but the extreme of mercy, like the 
extromo of law, may bo tho extrome of in- 
justice. It is ono thing lo forgivo a man fur 
the commission of a crime, and another to 
place him in tho moat tempting position to 
le-oommit it. This is not mercy. President 
Johnson's policy of reconstruction is neither 
just to the North nor merciful to tho South ; 
it ia a polioy, by throwing nil tho old power 
into the hands of tho old oligarchy of the 
Southorn States, that is certain to kindlo 
afresh tho old grievances, and after years ol 
elimination and ro-crimination, again to 
plunge the nation into all tho horrors of civil 
war. Linooln never would havo mado so 
gross a blunder. Ho would havo eradicated, 
root and branch, the causes of tho rebellion- 
he would have placed his powerful heel on 
the oligarchic element of tho South and 
crushed it forever. Johnson's plan of recon- 
struction has so far resulted in tho return to 
power, in many of the Municipalities and 
State Governments, of tho identical men who 
assisted in breeding all tho mischief between 
the two sections of tho Republic. If these 111 t ' r t 
had seen the folly of their ways and become 
unflinching supporters ol thu new order 
of things there would not bo much to eay ; 
but it is evident from their demeanor they 
have loomed nothing aud forgot nothing. 
They are still despises of tho Yankee and 
still fionds in their treatment of thu colored 
population. The abolition of slavery would 
indeed appear to have increased their malig- 
nancy against a raoo they havo so foully 
wronged. Everywhere we hear ol " bnital 
outrages on freedmeu." In North Carolina 
the courts of law aro either unwilling or 
unable lo protect them. Emancipated sluvm 
are shot dowu in tho public streets or tortur- 
ed in tho gaol-yards. " (iivo him leu lashes 
at 10 o'cloBk, twenty at 12 o'clock and nine 
lashes ut 2 o'clock" orders Mr. Thomas IS. 
Long, a Justice of tho Peace in and for Chat- 
ham County, North Carolina, in the ease ol an 
unfortunate emancipated slave who commit- 
ted tho diabolical offence of being chased 
and assaulted by a mob of while and cow- 
ardly ruffians on Hie public highway. The 
lashes at 10, at 12, and at 2, are, however, 
but a portion of the mild punishment ordered 
by tho humane Long. After giving instruc- 
tions that tho lashes bo well laid on, and 
carried out at the whipping post, it ia further 
ordored that tho prisoner '' in tho intervals 
shall wear a barrel on his head ; at tho ex- 
piration of all ho shall bo tied up by the 
thumbs, his toes touohing tho ground, for 
two hours." The gaoler relused to carry out 
tho order on tho gr ound that " uflor the 
wounds the negro had reoeived from iho 
mob ho would perish." " Perish tho negro," 
in substance says Mr. Lent', and tho North 
Carolina crowd in it* cowardly throat says 
anion, aud tho froodman is lashed. Aftor 
tho punishment he is considerately returned 
by tho authorities as ". missing." In other 
countries thoy would say dead I bul the 
scum of slavery, liko tho pariahs of Chris- 
tian society generally baa a language of its 
own. 

The abovo incidont wo extract from the 
New York daily papers. Tho case is taken 
at random, for thu inslances of such Dendlsh 
cruolty aro unlortunaloly legion, it is no 
wonder that honest, humane men like Horace 
Greeley and Senatora Wilson and Sumner, 
aro opposed lo President Johnson's insane 
Hohcmo of rcoonatruelion; no wonder that 
tho intolligont and unbrutali/.ed portion of 
tho Nortliorn States are anxious lo oxlond tho 
suffrage to negroes, where thu white popula- 
tion Mcom so eminently unfitted fur tho fran- 
olusu. Tho period is fast coining round when 
Iho President's policy will bo either endorsed 
or diiearded by thu peoplo— when ihe itboli* 



tion parly will linish what the battle-field 
loft undone, or tho demooratio olemont will 
again shipwrook the nation on a dehumaniz- 
ing rock. Tho contending forces aro as 
bitter now us they wino five youis ago, or 
indeed ut any limo in Iho history of tho 
couutry. Tho republic, through President 
Johnson'* adhesion to oarly democratic 
teaohings, is in as much danger now as it wob 
under the declining dnyB of Buchanan. It 
simply rests with tho intelligence of tho 
American people whether they are to havo 1 
another civil war in tho not far distant fuluro 
or whether iheyare to havo permanent peace. 
If they aro not fit for tho occasion, if they aro 
fltill diseased with tho prejudices that wore 
bred by slavery, when that slavery has ceased 
to exist, all their military glory, all tho grand 
evidences which they havo previously given 
of sell-government, all thuir sacrifices uud 
all thoir heroism, will havo boon displayed in 
vain, aud Ihoy will degenerato into an object 
of pity and sorrow to tho frienda of self- 
government and of laughter and soorn to tho 
dcipotio ov ry where.

Another Atlantic Cable.— The failure 
of the Great Eastern, says tho Nord, has not 
discouraged either the shareholders of the 
Transatlantic Cablo Company or tho now 
Prenoh company which has obtained permit 
sion to lay down a cable between Franco 
and the United Statos. m. /.ILoilu Diles- 
trini has undertaken this enterprise at hiH 
own risk. But Ibis time tho company does 
not intend to submerge a cable for any onorx 
mous distance, us there will bo intermediate 
stations. The following is the track an ut 
present contemplated— From Faria to Lis- 
bon, and thence to Capo St. Vincent, by 
land ; from this last place In tho Canary 
Islands along the coast of Morocco ; from 
the Canary Islands to Capo Verd, along tho 
African coast, with stations nt St. Louis, 
(Senegal) and at Goreo ; from Capo Vord to 
Capo St. Koquo, on tho coast of Brazil, a 
distance cf loss thnu one-half thai of the 
cublo intended lo bo laid by the Great East- 
ern ; from Capo St. Roquo to Cayenne, along 
tho American coast, nnd from Cnyonno to 
New Orleans by tho coast, or probably by 
cablos connecting; tho principal West India 
Islands. Tho enterprise is more easily prac- 
ticable than that conceived in England. Tho 
only difficulty will be to secure the preserva- 
tion of the lino on the African ouast, and 
that security may be obtained by menus of 
guard stations. Tho compuny will have a 
concession for 100 years, and the French 
Government will abandon tho light of mak- 
ing any other concession during that time. 
A subvention of four millions of francs, pay- 
able by instalments, will bo granted when 
tlio company shall havo obtained the author- 
ization from nil the governments over whose 
territory tfo electric cable is to pass._ Tho 
electric communication between Paris and 
the Canary Islands is to be completed within 
threo years, and tho whole lino within live.

[From our rogular Correspondent.) 
MINING INTELLIGENCE. 
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THE GOVERNMENT EXPLORING EXPEDITION. 

No official ruporthas been published yet in 
regard to this exploration. Mill it has pretty 
well leaked out that the party has met with 
disappointment. The.y have discovered no 
new diggings whatever, and havo relumed 
back without hope of any ultimata discovery 
being made in the range of country they 
prospected lor five or six weeks, ft is a 
Bource of great regret that wo should be once 
mora so sadly disappointed in our hopes. Bat 
the Inult rosfs with no ono, neither with the 
men — who wero all old Cariboo miners — 
nor with the Government. 

THK UOTKUNMKJ'T AM) ITS MINING POl.ICV. 

This is a rather delicate subject to treat of 
in n mining correspondence ; still I do not 
shrink (rum the task; I shall speak freely, 
honestly and fearlessly on this topic ; but in 
so doing I shall by no means depart from 
that spirit of charity and impartiality which 
ought to guide the pen of every public 
writer, bearing in mind that " we owe jus. 
tiee lo overy one, even to our enemies " and 
that enare humanum est. In advocating the 
redressing of the grievances wo are laboring 
under I shall not lose sight of tho fact that 
calm, honest and dispassionate discussion re- 
veals tho true light, and that a government 
that has any sell respect will rather yield to 
arguments based on truth than lo passion, 
vituperation and ubuse. I say, therefore, 
thai if ihe Government has made a great 
blunder in overburdening the minora with 
taxei (the most obnoxious and unjust being 
tin; gold export tax) we must, however, 
give il credil for the spirited wuy in which 
it opens up public roads and tho energy it 
has displayed in sending parties to explore 
the unprospccted country. No less than 
lour diflerent exploring expeditious has been 
lined nut at Government expanse, during 
the pa t Beusoll, and a-: I stated before if 
no new discoveries have been made Ihu 
fault rests with no one. 

Where, then, lies the mischief ? In the 
dissevering of tho two colonies. The mother 
country that has done so much towards fos- 
tering (he inlancy of Australia has left these 
colonies to work their own salvation tho best 
way they could, as il they had boon illegi- 
timate ohildien. Ah a natural consequence of 
all this ike government ol British Columbia 
having but very limited means has been con- 
strained to loot; lor self support tu the 
miners, who constitute about four- fifths ol 
the population ol the country. Il is next to 
absolute absurdity that these colonies with 
an aggregate population comparatively 
smaller than thai of any one ol tic mining 
counties in California should have two sols 
of officials to support when ono would an- 
swer as well. Nature lias made theso two 
colouies twin sisters ; umn's ambition nnd 
folly bus made them rival foes ; under union 
wo enjoyed prosperity; in disunion we have 
found nothing but misery. Let us, therefore, 
be united onco more and forever ; for in 
union, and in onion alone, is strength. 
OLD DOMINION CREEK. 

Mr. Hilton, the foreman of iho Aurora Co , 
came back ihe evening before last Iroin a 
prospecting tour on Old Dominion Creek, 
where he left his partner, John Polmore, and 
K. Davis, lo sink a shaft. He has vory little 
to say in regard lo this new oicek. This is 
a wise policy nt all events as long as the 
creek is not prospected. Ho only conBrins 
the report of the discoverers by staling that 
there is Mimo gold on tho surface of the 
■-round. A parly of Canadians came buck 
in the meantime from tlio same creek. They 
say the siirlaco prospects from ono to (ivo 
cents to the pan. They slaked oil one mile 
of the creek lor themselves and their friondi, 
They were lo have a meeting tlio evening 
before last to organize a company and con- 
sider the expediency of sending four man lo 
prospect thoroughly the eieek during the 
winter bousou. 

SWIFT HIVER. 
Two Frenchmen, Joiirno and Schmitt (a 
tailor) found n good prospect at tho bead ol 
Swift river beforo the freshets occurred. Thu 
water being nt its lowest stage they sluiced 
out u good piece ol ground in iho bad of tho 
river lo the bed rock anil washed up 840 in 
two duyH, the largest pieco weighing $1. All 
Ihe gravel, say Ihuy, contains (iuu gold like 
Fraser river. They were sanguine from 
their prospects ol making a nicn stake dur- 
ing Iho lull when the freshet put an end to 
their work. Tbey say there aro many Cari- 
boos rosining along thu banks of thu river. 



FOUNTAIN GREEK. 
On this crcok (a tributary of Swift river) 
thoro are two companies (12 men in ali) at 
work threo miles from its moulh making 
rrom $7 to $S a day. 

The odor is lo bo found all through Iho 
slrulum of dirt. 

SUGAR CREEK. 
A ruck train of 7 animals loaded with 
provisions luft Van Winkle Iho day beforo 
yesterday for Sugar Creek where three com- 
panies havo been prospecting during tbo 
whole sutnmor. They intend currying on 
thoir work during the winter nnd expect lo 
strike the channel by Christmas. So far 
they havu not mado much. 

ANTLEH CREEK. 
Four or fivo companies uro still working 
and prospecting on this old crook. 

UURNES' CREEK. 
Tho Discovery and two Freuoh companies 
nie doing tolerably well. 

Tho McCloud Oo. are ground sluicing 
at tho head of tho creek and arc taking out 
wagos. 

Tho Billy 15a;-kar Co. started a now tunnel 
on tho sido hill day beforo yesterday and 
yesterday, 

A new company started another one on 
the ground adjoining Barker's. 

Wako-up Juko gats along finely with his 
own. 

CUNNINGHAM CREEK 
Is entirely gono in ; about fifteen miners nro 
yet on this creek, ready to louvo, being 
unable to make anything.

If wo tuke into con- 
sideration the shortness ol tho mining season, 
tho expo oses incurred in coining up and re 
turning, and the rate ol boarding here, though 
considerably reduced, il is certain very litllo 
will be loll to an individual who has worked 
Ihe whole season for wages. Many Hunk 
that reducing iho rale of wage? will after all 
prove beneficial to the country, believing that 
prospecting will ho carried out on n larger 
scale than al present, which will afford em- 
ployment to more people than now. Tho (acl 
is that claims aro becoming poorer every 
day, and their owners will be unable to pay 
the high rale of wages they have been used lo 
pay up to the prosont. For instance, the 
Forest Rose Co., tint took out 834,000 from 
thoir front ground, did not cover expenses by 
over 83011 lo the interest ; all the geld lakoii 
out went lo pay hind help and io defray 
other general expenses.
